The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
ane 26, which has aot been iome- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the soie head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter see- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the distriet in which the lant to be 


taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, op applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the distriet in whioh the land is 
situate, receive authority for some 


one to make entry for him. A fee 
‘of $10.06 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
‘visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions cennected there- 
with, under one of the following 
plans: 

(1) A€ least six months’ residence 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
years. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
ie eligible te make a hemestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taining patent, may he satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler hae obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead. or a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres 
eribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtairing patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicirtiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity ef his home 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by. 
residence upon gaia (apd. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
ship. 

A settler who availa liimself of this 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
buildings for their accommodation, 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
ani have besides 80 acres substan- 
fenced. 

The privilege of a gecond entry is 
restricted by law to those settlers 
only who completed the duties upon 
the firet homesteads to entitle 
them to patent en or before the 2nd 
June, 1889, 

Avery homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead iaw is liable to have his 
entry canoalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for emtry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the leeal agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, et Ottawa, rt his intention 
to do so. 

Information.—Newly — ‘ved immi- 
grants will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lande Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the Jands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, free of expense, advice and as 
sistance in securing land to suit them. 
Fuil information respecting the land, 
timber, coal and minera! laws, as well 
as respecting Dominion Lands in the 
Railway Belt in British Columbia, 
may be obtained upon application to 
the Secretary of the Department of

He had moved part of this 
and fed it to the cattle, which were 
not affested by it. When he started 

feed the balance of the hay, the 
cattle began to die. The accusac 
passed his place usually twice a week, 
and was supposed to be hunting. 


Meunier left off feeding this hay “o 


his cattle, and the deaths amoung 


them ceased. Upon beg'nning to feec 


the hav. from this stack again, sever- 


il more cows died. Meunier claimed 
that it was the hay frem the bot- 
tom part of the stack that cause: 
fiis eatitle to die. He then fenced <his 
stack, but on the 17th of October 
the cattle broke the fence. About 
the same time he found five large 
cies of meat with cuts in them, 
in which he found poison. The next 
day he took Louis Velcouri with 
jim. They saw Lyons, and Meunier 
accusod him of having poisoned his, 
Meunier’s cattle. Meunier asked him 
tobe honest and show him the 2ar- 
easses, so fhat he could burn them, 
Lyons only laughed, and said ‘ You 
can’t prove anything.” Meunier found 
nearby the carcasses of a doz and 
several small animals. ’ 

Wm. Ramsay stated that Lyons 
haa said, in a joking ,way, it ip- 


peared to him, that he only poisoned 


ihe poor cattle to keep them from 
starving to death. 

John Denelly stated that’ he was 
engaged to take Messrs. White and 
Wes. Green on a trip to the moun- 
tains. The accused had said to him 
‘Ti is too bad you havea no strvch- 
nine. L have only half a bottle left, 
that IT will Iet you have.” Eleven 
lairs were set out with this, in the 
mountains, but nothing was secured.
